 @. My. Pawley passed.to Chief, Branch 4 some very sensitive information 
concerning the Dominican Republic. He réquested this information not be passed 
beyond CIA until he, had the opportunity to give this information directly to 
Vice President Nixon. In point of fact, he initially said he didn't want the 
‘information passed on to Chief, WHD. Chief, Branch 4 replied that he could not 
agree to this arrangement since he was obligated to pass the information on. 
Chief, Branch 4 said, however, in view of the fact he was not returning to 
Washington until 22 March, he could not pass the information on prior to that 
time. Mr. Pawley said he would relay the information himself before that date, 2 
s0 the question was settled amicably. As it turned out, Chief, WHD had already 
received the information vie another channel by the time Chief, Branch 4 had 
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
